O sincere student of dramatic taxidermy should miss 

“The Crooked Square.” In it Mr. Samuel Shipman 
has lined up the greatest collection of stuffed speeches 
this side of the Agassiz Museum, and anyone interested in 
the fauna of our national tongue will have a simply 
elegant time there. 

Most of the larger specimens are allotted to little Miss 
Edna Hibbard to drag on and off the stage, and it is a 
terrible thing to ask of any girl. Miss Hibbard plays the 
role of one of those migratory Southern kiddies, who 
comes up to New York to “express herself” and finds, as 
Mr. Shipman might have written it colloquially, that the 
only expression to be found in that great city of broken 
dreams, New York, is sexpression. Furthermore, as Mr. 
Shipman really does have her say, in her inarticulate, 
kiddie way, “I won’t go home a disastrous failure.”

O, instead of going home a disastrous failure, she stays 
right here and describes Broadway looking south from
